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SCHOOL    SPENDS    WEEK-END 

AT  WATERVILLE  VALLEY,  N.  H. 


Snow  Train  Takes  120  Boys,  20  Masters, 
to  Snow  Belt  for  Winter  Sports 


A  week-end  of  winter  sports  was  enjoyed  by 
nearly  the  entire  school  last  week  at  Water- 
ville  Valley,  New  Hampshire.  Leaving  New- 
buryport  at  3:30  on  Friday  afternoon,  a  spe- 
cial snow  train  carried  120  boys  and  eighteen 
masters  into  the  snow  country,  arriving  at 
Campton,  New  Hampshire,  at  8:30  P.  M.  Sup- 
per was  served  on  the  train.  From  Campton, 
the  group  was  transported  fourteen  miles  to 
the  Waterville  Inn  in  a  fleet  of  trucks. 

After  breakfast  the  next  morning  the  entire 
group  tried  out  a  variety  of  sports — skiing, 
tobogganing,  snow-shoMng,  and  skating,  with 
skiing  being  the  most  popular.  There  was 
plenty  of  snow,  and  a  light  fall  which  con- 
tinued all  morning  kept  the  hills  and  trails  in 
perfect  condition. 

Two  hours  of  ski  instruction  was  given  by 
Mr.  Francois  Bertrand,  an  instructor  from 
Otto  Schneider's  Ski  School. 

A  group  of  masters  and  boys  climbed  near- 
by Mount  Tecumseh  on  snow-shoes,  with  Mr. 
Jacob,  the  faculty's  ace  mountain-climber,  set- 
ting the  pace  in  the  three-hour  ascent.  Mr 
Kirk  led  a  group  of  tobogganers,  and  set  the 
record  for  the  fastest  run  with  a  team  of  three 
other  heavy-weights. 

During  the  afternoon,  a  downhill  race 
against  time  was  held  on  a  fast  1850-yard 
trail,  with  Benjamin  Joy  and  Sheldon  Harris 
tying  for  first  place  with  the  time  of  27.5  sec- 
onds. Mr.  Andrew  Jones,  who  will  join  the 
faculty  next  term,  made  the  fastest  unofficial 
time  of  25  seconds,  while  Mr.  Barrv  crossed 
the  finish  line  horizontally  after  what  many 
observers  considered  the  most  spectacular  and 
unconventional  descent  of  the  afternoon. 

In  the  evening  after  dinner,  movies  were 
shown  of  the  Boston  Bruins  demonstrating 
various  phases  of  the  <zame  in  the  Boston  Gar- 
den. Mr.  Arthur  Ross,  Sr..  loaned  the  reels, 
and  John  Ross  gave  a  running  explanation  of 
the  pictures  as  thev  were  shown.  An  excellent 
talk  was  given  hv  Mr.  Edward  Hunter  of 
Hanover,  New  HamDshire,  father  of  Ted 
Hunter  who  wa^  a  member  of  the  Olvmnic 
team  last  year  which  comneted  in  Germany.

COLORFUL  EXPERIMENTS  FEATURE 
SCHOOL'S  ANNUAL   SCIENCE   SHOW 


Steam  Engine,  Tesla  Coil,  Oscillograph, 
Explained  and  Demonstrated 

On  March  5th,  the  members  of  the  science 
classes  gave  the  third  annual  Science  Show  in 
the  Lang  Gymnasium.  A  long  laboratory  table, 
which  stretched  the  length  of  the  gymnasium, 
was  covered  with  white  cloth  and  decorated 
with  the  symbols  and  names  of  chemists  and

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physicists.  Acting  as  a  director  of  experiments, 
Richard  Curtis  introduced  the  students  and 
assisted  in  describing  the  various  experiments 
as  they  were  performed. 

Charles  Fellows  demonstrated  the  proper- 
ties of  liquid  air,  rendering  several  edibles 
vitreous  and  freezing  mercury  into  a  hammer 
capable  of  driving  nails. 

Benjamin  Joy  gave  an  account  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  development  of  the  steam  engine 
from  Hero's  engine  to  the  present  day.  Ex- 
plaining the  principles  of  the  steam  engine 
John  Pettibone  demonstrated  a  horizontal 
reciprocating  engine  and  small  mod^l  boiler, 
equipped  for  efficienrv  testing  with  a  gas 
meter  and  a  Prony  brake.  The  working  model 
of  the  engine  used  was  bought  bv  Mr.  Kirk 
from  a  master  machine  maker  who  built  it 
over  twenty  years  ago.  Pett'bone  also  did  an 
experiment  with  Knipn's  tubes  and  a  heat 
solution  experiment  using  ammonium  nitrate 
as  a  solute. 

Leonard  Ellis  demonstrated  oxidation  in  a 
series  of  experiments  us;ng  sodium  peroxide

and  pyrophoric  lead.  Henry  Cleaveland  worked 
with  chemical  precipitates  and  also  showed  the 
effect  of  atomic  rays  on  photo  flash  bulbs. 

Philip  Shackelford  showed  the  incompress- 
ibility  of  water  by  penetrating  a  closed  can 
full  of  water  with  a  rifle  bullet,  sending  a  col- 
umn of  the  liquid  to  the  ceiling  of  the  gym- 
nasium. 

Charles  Shackelford  used  an  electrical  guitar 
to  show  how  the  various  vibrations  of  musical 
notes  may  be  shown  by  light  waves  on  an

oscillograph.  Accompanied  by  Donald  Kirk- 
patrick  and  Philip  Shackelford  he  played  the 
guitar,  regulating  the  volume  of  sound  by 
means  of  an  amplifier. 

Charles  Shackelford  also  drew  pictures  on 
chemically   treated   cloth   with  an   electrified 

stylus. 

The  most  spectacular  experiment  of  the  eve- 
ning was  made  by  Leonard  Poor  with  a  large 
Tesla  coil.  The  coil  itself  was  constructed  in 
the  physics  laboratory  and  was  the  result  of 
several  weeks'  exacting  work. 

By  means  of  transformers,  110  volts  was 
stepped  up  to  500,000  volts,  and  frequency 
was  increased  from  60  cycles  per  second  to 
about  2,000.000  by  a  spark  discharge  and 
condenser.  At  this  stage  the  electricity  could 
be  harmlessly  passed  over  the  body  of  the 
operator  instead  of  through  it.  and  Poor  led 
off  sparks  from  the  Tesla  secondary  coil  which 
were  over  twelve  inches  long.  Glass,  usually  a 
good  insulator,  was  easily  punctured;  wood, 
paper,  and  gas  were  ignited.  Various  colored 
light  effects  were  made  by  the  discharge 
through  tubes  containing  rare  gases. 


Speaking  at  Vespers  on  February  14th,  Mr. 
Scott  Paradise  of  Phillips  Academy  made  a 
strong  plea  for  more  and  harder  work  in  school 
by  contrasting  the  student's  routine  at  An- 
dover  two  generations  ago  with  school  life  to- 
day. 


Mr.  John  C.  Fuess  of  the  Brooks  School 
spoke  on  February  21st.  Preparation  in  all 
phases  of  life,  said  Mr.  Fuess,  is  the  major 
end  of  all  of  man's  efforts. 


The  regular  Vesper  service  on  February 
28th  was  composed  entirely  of  music.  Mrs. 
Benjamin  Stone  played  a  group  of  three  piano 
compositions,  Prelude  in  G  Minor,  by  Rach- 
maninoff; Intermezzo,  and  Rhapsodie  by 
Brahms. 


The  Reverend  Leslie  T.  Pennington,  minis- 
ter of  the  First  Church  Unitarian  in  Cam- 
bridge, spoke  to  the  school  on  March  7th.  Mr. 
Pennington  spoke  of  style,  or  the  correct  way 
of  doing  things,  as  the  ultimate  morality  be- 
hind men's  actions.  To  have  style  one  must 
have  a  mastery  of  rhythm,  persuasion,  co- 
operation, and  technique. 


At  the  Vespers  service  on  March  15th,  Mr. 
Arthur  B.  Perry,  Principal  of  the  Boys'  School 
in  Milton  Academy  was  the  speaker.  Mr.  Perry 
spoke  of  the  dangers  of  taking  things  for 
granted.  He  emphasized  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  students  on  Deans'  lists  in  the  colleges 
are  boys  from  small  high  schools,  and  he  sug- 
gested that  boys  from  private  schools  often 
develop  superiority  complexes  and  consequent- 
ly do  not  show  the  achievement  in  their  col- 
lege work  of  which  they  are  capable.

Governor  Dummer  has  always  had  the  repu- 
tation of  providing  any  sport  that  might  be 
desired  by  the  boys.

EMILY  M.  MORGAN 


Miss  Emily  M.  Morgan  of  Hartford  and 
Boston  died  on  February  28,  1937.  For  many 
years  Miss  Morgan  has  been  a  neighbor  and 
friend  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy,  and 
she  was  closely  connected  with  Adelynrood 
which  is  located  near  the  school. 

In  1884  Miss  Morgan  founded  the  Society 
of  the  Companions  of  the  Holy  Cross,  a  reli- 
gious organization  of  the  Episcopal  Church, 
at  the  request  of  an  invalid  friend,  Miss  Adelyn 
Howard  of  Hartford,  Connecticut.  A  piece 
of  property  which  had  belonged  to  Captain 
George  W.  Knight,  Mrs.  Carrie  Ambrose's 
father,  was  purchased  by  Miss  Morgan,  and 
here  was  built  Adelynrood,  named  in  honor  of 
Miss  Howard.  Adelynrood  serves  as  a  sum- 
mer retreat  for  the  members  of  the  Society. 

Before  Adelynrood  was  built,  the  Society 
held  its  summer  conferences  in  the  buildings 
of  the  Academy,  using  the  original  Moody 
House,  later  destroyed  by  fire,  as  a  dormitory. 

Miss  Morgan  dedicated  the  Chapel  at  Ade- 
lynrood to  Judge  Byfield,  one  of  her  ancestors 
who  gave  his  name  to  the  village.  For  several 
years  the  Chapel  has  been  used  by  Governor 
Dummer  for  the  Baccalaureate  Service  which 
is  held  each  June  at  Commencement  time,  this 
privilege  being  granted  to  the  school  through 
the  kindness  of  the  officers  of  the  Society.
